treaty. The situation with regard to 
the treaty as it has developed in the 
senate is giving the administration 
and its supporters 
grave concern. 


The president is exceedingly anxious 
that the treaty should be ratified at 
the earliest possible moment; yet th» 
Indications now are that serious ob- 
structions may be placed in the way 
of ratification. 
The conference held 


today was with a view of ascertain- 
ing, if possible, what could he done 
to hasten consideration of the treaty 
by the senate. It is quite certain 
that the advices received by the pres- 
ident are not reassuring. An effort 
Is to be made to get the treaty out 
of committee with a favorable 
re-

BOY MURDERERS SENTENCED. 


Lancaster, Pa., Jan. 31.—Clarence 


McCoy and William.. Guterman, the 
two Columbia, Pa., boys convicted of 
murder in the second degree, were 
today given the maximum sentence, 
twenty years, by Judge Landls, who 
stated he was sorry he could not 
make the punishment more severe. 
The prisoners are each twenty years 
of age, and the crime for which they 
were convicted was the murder of 
Jacob H. Bostick, a track walker on 
the Pennsylvania railroad. After 
shooting and beating him over the 
head, the murderers placed the body 
on the track, expecting that a train 
would run over it and hide the evi- 
dence of murder. The body was dis- 
covered a few minutes before the pas- 
sage of a train.

Senator Morgan, chairman, of the

ent session, but the method of pro- 
cedure is not disclosed. While the 
treaty will not fail, even if it should 
not be ratified at this session, the of- 
ficials fear that the delay which 
would result from failure of the sen- 
ate to take final action raight involve 
serious consequences.

Sternburg, the special 
representa- 


tive of Germany In the Venezuelan 
negotiations, who arrived in Wash- 
ington last night, was presented to 
President Roosevelt today by Secre- 
tary of State Hay. 
The call was for- 


mal, 
the baron desiring to present 


his credentials as special 
minister 


from Germany to this country before 
taking charge of the embassy's af- 
fairs In the absence of Ambassador 
Von Holleben. The exchanges wero 
verbal, the president for this occa- 
sion waiving the usual preparatory 
seremonies, and

Sternburg 


confined himself to an expression of 
the emperor's friendly 
feeling for 


the TJnited States and his own grat- 
ification at being able to return to 
America in this capacity. The pres-

The German minister

From the white house Baron Stern- 
burg went to the British 
embassy, 


where he saw the ambassador, exhib- 
ited his credentials and immediately 
launched into an active 
discussion 


of the negotiations. 


Baron Sternburg in his calls at the 


state department and the 
British 


embassy today found tho outlook for 
a relief of the present deadlock ex- 
ceedingly gloomy, and he has cabled 
as much to his government. 


BOWEN BIDING HIS TIME. 


Meanwhile Mr. Bowen is biding 


his time. He is keeping Caracas in- 
formed as to the progress of events 
hero and is counselling patience,hop- 
ing that the powers will yet yield. 
As a matter of fact he has as yet 
received no 
intimation, 
from the 


powers that they are really desirous 
of settling the Venezuelan dispute 
at Washington, as the 
representa- 


tions of the powers have thus far 
consisted of 
counter propositions. 


Two days have now passed without 
any communications between Minis- 
ter Bowen and the representatives of 
the allies. 
During a call today of

the fact developed that the French 
charge has received specific instruc- 
tions from his government to insist 
that France sho.ll not be discriminat- 
ed against in the settlement of the 
Venezuelan claims. Having the per- 
sonal assurance of Mr. Bowen that 
the French claims shall not be dis- 
criminated against, Mr. Margerie re- 
frains at present from action, but 
as soon as he shall be assured by Mr.

The question before the court was 


whether a release 
by the 
Cuban 


courts released Neely's bond. 


There was produced in court the 


record of a case in which it was de- 
clared that, since Neely had been 
proceeded against criminally and had 
been freed, his civil liability to Cuba 
had been wiped out. Formal ac- 
tion was taken in the proceedings 
releasing him from civil liability. 


Judge Morris decided that if the 


government of Cuba, 
through its 


courts, had released Neely from civil 
liability, the United States govern- 
ment had no right in its own courts 
to impeach the decree and sue the 
bondsmen of Neely. District Attor- 
ney John C. Rose appeared for the 
government. 


While the point seems vital to the

situation in Venezuela and I wish 
to state most positively that it is not 
the intention 
of his majesty,

kaiser, to either antagonize the Mon- 
roe doctrine 
or

spirit of the 


American people. 


"He wishes the good friendship of 


the Germans and Americans to in- 
crease. Every time that I have seen 
him he has emphasized his desire to 
win the approbation of the American 
people. The kaiser appreciates that 
America is friendly to him. 


TO AVOID MYSTEBY. 


"There is no mystery about the re- 


lation between the United States and 
Germany in 
the Venezuelan ques- 


tion. 
Diplomacy of now-a-days 


means to be clear and above board, 
not to hang mystery over diplomatic 
things, but to put them clearly be- 
fore the people. 
That will be my 


I policy while I am here, and the press 
shall be informed at all times of any 
question that the public has a right 
to know. In this way I hope to 
avoid unpleasantnesses which have 
marked the relations between diplo- 
mats in the past. 


"The Venezuelan question is mis- 


understood. Germany has no inten- 
tion to seize American ports. 
The 


Monroe doctrine 
has 
been put EO 


clearly before the world by the Unit- 
ed States, especially by Mr. Roose- 
velt in his last message, and also by 
the late President McKinley at Buf- 
falo, that it is thoroughly understood 
by the powers of the old world. 


"The Monroe doctrine is above all 


a peace-maker. It is the best safe- 
guard for 
peace that 
the United 


States ever had. Foreign powers rec- 
ognize that they can go only so far 
and must 
cease 
at a given point. 


This point is that no foreign power 
shall take territory or establish itself 
in South America. 


NO ULTEBIOB MOTIVE.

understand. Perhaps it will be equal- 
ly difficult to explain the English li- 
cense of 1903 to Americans. 
By the 


facetious it is variously called "the 
husband's charter," the "society act" 
and the "anti-drunkards' act," and 
so on; but, as it is a veritable new 
departure in the attempt to control 
the drink traffic, and, singular to say, 
pleases almost 
everybody except 


"soakers," it is worth while to give 
its chief features before telling how 
they work. 


A person found drunk in any high- 


way or other public place, whether a 
building or not, or on any licensed 
premises, and apparently incapable 
of taking -care of himself, may 
be 


fined 10 shillings. A second convic- 
tion in the same year will cost him 
SO shillings; a third, 40 shillings, 
and each subsequent conviction 
40 


shillings. 


Anyone found drunk in a public 


place while in charge of a child un- 
der the age of seven, may be fined 40 
shillings, or imprisoned for a month, 
with hard labor. 


The wife of an habitual drunkard 


can obtain a separation order against 
her husband, and the husband of an 
habitual drunkard can obtain a sep- 
aration from his wife. 


An habitual drunkard may be noti- 


fied to the police as such, and by 
them to licensees. 
If he then a1- 


ternpts to obtain drink at licensed 
premises or a club within three years 
of his conviction he may be fined 20 
shillings the first time and 40 shill- 
ings for subsequent offenses. 
The 


licensee who knowingly supplies him 
with drink may be fined £10 the first 
time and £20 afterward. 
Anybody 


who attempts to provide drink for 
him may be fined 40 shillings or be 
imprisoned for a month, with hard 
labor.

There 
is, however, a more generous defini- 
tion of drunkenness which holds that 
a man is not really drunk so long as 
he can lie on the floor without hold- 
ing on.

Elton J. King, superintendent of 


the meter department of the Fort 
Wayne Electric works, and a young 
electrical engineer of rare ability 
and much 
promise, 
died at 7:40 


o'clock Friday, evening at Tucson, 
Ari., -whither he had gone with his 
•wife and baby son but a few weeks 
ago in the hope that the -western 
climate might benefit 
his health. 


Death was due to tuberculosis. Mr. 
King's health had been impaired for 
a year or more, yet his indomitable 
will kept him at his business long 
after his physical condition became 
more 
serious than 
he 
realized. 


Friends were very apprehensive, but 
the sick man's strong courage bore 
him up and it was not until the 
middle of December that Mr. King 
and his family 
left this city for 


Arizona to spend the winter. 
The 


expected improvement in his condi- 
tion did not come.

Gentlemen—The understood 
respectfully 


wish to call your attention to the Walton 
avenue crossing over the tracks of the Pitts- 
burg. Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad, A 
great many tracks are maintained here by 
foresail railroad company by reason of 
their main freight yards being located here, 
and engines and cars are being run and 
shifted over aforesaid crossing at all hours 
of the day and night, In addition to the many 
passenger and other trains that cross here 
al A high rate of speed. Owing to the grade 
ol tho railroad being elevated above tbe 
grade of tho street o.ulte considerably, and 
owing to the fact that the tracks on each 
side of said crossing are as a rule occupied 
with cars set close up to the line of the 
roadway, In some Instances even occupying 
a part of the road-way, It is almost Impossi- 
ble to notice the approach of trains and cars. 
As Walton avenuo is tho main avenue from 
the city to tho southern and southeastern 
part of tho county, a large number of ve- 
hicles are compelled to cross here at all 
hours.of tho day. 


By reason of these conditions this crossing 


has become ono of the most dangerous rail- 
road crossings In the city and we believe the 
time hns corqe when this grade crossing 
should be abated. Owing to the fact that 
the tracks of the railroad company are ele- 
vated so much above the street grade, vit 
would be a comparatively easy matter to 
construct a sub-way at this point, thereby re- 
moving all dangers incident to a grade cross- 
Inp; and at the same time greatly benefiting 
the railroad company by reducing their 
chances for any liability at that point and 
by removing the Inconveniences and delays 
Incident to a street cutting through a freight 
Yard. We would therefore most respectfully 
ask you to take this matter up with the rail- 
road company's officials and have them agrroe 
to construct tho subway, so badly needed, 
without any further delay. 


This matter has been brought to the at- 


tention of the city and railroad officials upon 
several occasions In the past, and while all 
have agreed to tho fact that tho Improve- 
ments should be made, no steps have been 
takon towards bringing about any definite 
results.

At the 
national museum in Washington are 
copies of biblical manuscripts as they 
came from the scribes of old. With 
the originals are the versions, the 
new testament in the Hellenic idiom 
of the Greek and fragments from the 
original Hebrew bible. 
There are 


nlso rare editions 
of the original 


texts, as well as copies of the most 
important ancient and modern trans- 
iations of the scriptures. With the 
bibles are types of antiquities, which 
illuminate the pages of biblical his- 
tory and strikingly present discov- 
^iSes "bearing upon the archaeology, 


clhnolcgy and art of that portion of 
ths eastern world around the Medi- 
terranean to which the civilisation 
and culture of later 
Europe in a 


(treat degree can be traced. In the 
collection of plants, 
animals nnd 


precious stones of the bible, Pales- 
tian antiquities, statues of the Hit- 
tite gods and the mite of the widow 
who "of her want did cast in all that 
she had." 


The division of oriental and bibli- 


cal antiquities recently has received 
many valuable additions of direct 
bC' "ical Interest nnd also a complete 
tzlubit illustrative of religious cere- 
monials of the orient. The rarest ob- 
jects in the last named exhibit came 
from Hadji Epharim Benguiat, a de- 
scendant of an illustrious Spanish 
Jewish family which traces its origin 
us far back as the close of the tenth 
century. 
Many members 
of that 


family have 
distinguished 
them- 


selves in biblical 
and 
rabbinical 


learning and philosophy. 
Another 


distinguished 
contributor 
is the 


khcdive of Egypt, who has expressed 
his good will toward 
the 
United 


States government by sending to the 
museum 
a rare 
collection of an- 


tiquities. 


OLDEST OF MANUSCRIPTS. 


In the collection of manuscripts is 


a fac simile of the Codex Vatlcanus, 
probably the oldest biblical manu- 
script known. It is so called from 
the fact that it is preserved in the 
Vatican at Borne. It is written in 
uncial characters and is believed to 
be the work of scribes in Egypt dur- 
ing the fourth century. The original 
Is probably the most valued treasure 
in the 
Vatican 
library. 
It was 


brought to Borne by Pope Nicholas 
V. is 1448. It Is fnr from complete, 
as there are gaps in the old testa- 
ment and the new testament ends 
with a part of the ninth chapter of 
Hebrews. Another manuscript, a 
fac simile of which is in the collec- 
tion, is that 
of the 
Septuagint, 


ascribed to 300 A. D. The original 
is an Egyptian 
papyrus 
now at 


Vienna. It consists of sixteen sheets 
written on both sides nnd contains 
the greater part of Zecharlah from 
the fourth chapter 
and 
parts of 


Malachi. It is also written in uncial 
characters and contains no divisions 
between the words. A later manu- 
script, the Codex Einaiticus, is fairly 
complete, as it contains the greater 
part of the old testament and the 
whole of the new testament. It was 
discovered in 1859 by Constautine 


Tischenforf in the convent of 
St. 


Catherine nt the foot of Mount Sinai. 
It was transferred to Cairo, then to 
Leipsic nnd later to St. Petersburg, 
where it is 'preserved in the imperial 
library. 
The text was printed in 


Leipsic from types cast in imitation 
of the original and published in St. 
Petersburg at the expense of Czar 
Alexander II. 
The original is on 


parchment, four columns and forty- 
eight lines to the page. 
It dates 


from about the middle of the fourth 
century. 
Apparently four 
scribes 


were engaged in its writing. Another 
old manuscript, the Codex Alexon- 
drinus, a fac simile version of which 
Is shown, has been the subject of 
much dispute. Tradition places the 
writing of it In the fourth century, 
but many scholars and students of 
palaeography date it from the fifth 
century. 
The original 
manuscript. 


was presented to Charles I. by .Sir 
Thomas Boe, who obtained it at Con- 
stantinople. 
It was transferred to 


the British museum in 1753. It con- 
tains nearly all of the bible. 


Probably 
the 
most 
interesting 


manuscripts in the collection of mod- 
ern versions are the bible of Oliver 
Cromwell's soldiers and Thomas Jef- 
ferson's bible. 
The Cromwell bible 


was printed by Edmund 
Calamy 


nnd issued to the soldiers of the com- 
monwealth. Every soldier In Crom- 
well's army was supplied with one 
of those bibles. It was not the whole 
bible, but n small edition, which the 
soldier carried buttoned between the 
coat nnd tiie waistcoat next to the 
heart. 
It consisted of a number of 


quotations especially 
applicable to 


war 
times. 
Only two 
copies are 


known to be in existence, one in this 
country and the other in the British 
museum. It was reissued in 1693 
under the title "The Christian Sol- 
dier's Penny Bible." 


The Bible of Thomas Jefferson has 


been the subject of widespread dis- 
cussion and criticism that continues 
to the present day. 
Ministers and 


other church workers have denounced 
Mr. Jefferson because he eliminated 
from his Bible all of the Scriptures 
that relate to the divine origin of 
Christ nnd to the 
miraculous. 
It 


bears the title, "The Life and Morals 
of Jesus 
of 
Nazareth, 
Extracted 


Textually from the Gospels, in Greek, 
Latin, French nnd English." 
Four 


versions were employed. The 
pas- 


sages were cut out of printed copies 
nnd pasted in a book. A concord- 
ance of the texts is Riven in the 
front and the sources of the verses 
in the margins. The section of Bo- 
man law under which Jefferson sup- 
posed Christ to have been tried is 
also cited. All of the annotations ns 
well as tile title page nnd the con- 
cordance are in JefCerson'sjown hand- 
writing. 
Two maps, one^bf 
Pales- 


tine and another 
of the ancient 


world, are pasted in the front. 
Jef- 


ferson had the preparation 
of this 


work in mind for many years. On 
January 20 he wrote from Washing- 
ton to Dr. Priestly: "I had sent to 
Philadelphia to get me two testa- 
ments (Greek) of the same edition 
and two English with a design to cut 
out the morselb of morality and pabte 
them on the leaves of the book." 
Nearly ten years later he wrote to 


John Adams that he had for his own 
use cut up the 
gospels, verse by 


verse, arranging the matter that was 
evindently Christ's. In the same let- 
ter he describes the 
book as "the 


most sublime and benevolent code of 
morals which has ever been offered 
to mankind.•' 


In the last session of congress it 


was decided to issue a 1'ac simile of 
the Jefferson Bible and Representa- 
tive Heatwole, of Minnesota, chair- 
man of the committee on printing, 
offered in the house a resolution pro- 
viding an appropriation for that pur- 
pose. This proposition aroused 
n 


storm of opposition from 
ministers 


all over the country and 
congress 


was flooded with protests. In these 
protests Jefferson was referred to ns 
nn "infidel" and a "heretic" and it 
was declared that 
congress should 


not further promulRate his heresies. 
So fierce was the opposition of the 
ministers that the 
resolution was 


withdrawn. 
The National museum 


purchased Jefferson's Bible from his 
heirs for a few hundred dollars. 


Eliot's Indian Bible, and the Bible 


of Christopher Sauer, the flrst Bible 
printed in tho United States in an 
European tongue, an advertisement 
of which appears in Benjamin Frank- 
lin's Gazette, nre also in the collec- 
tion of modern Bibles. 


Valuable additions have 
been 


made to that part of the collection 
devoted to casts of the Hittite del- 
ties. Of late years many important 
discoveries o£ this character 
have 


beun made throughout Abiii 
Iilinur 


and Northern Syria. The beginning 
was made by two Americans, J. Au- 


gustus Johnson, of the United States 
consular service, and Bev, Mr. Jes- 
sup. Later discoveries were made by 
agents under the auspices of the Ger- 
man government. The monuments, 
mostly of black basalt, contain rep« 
resentatlons in bos relief of religious 
objects, 
winged 
figures, 
deities 


standing 
on 
various 
animals, 


sphinxes, gryphons, the wii..Ted disk 
as symbol of tlifc deity, the two-head- 
ed eagle nnd inscriptions in 
hiero- 


glphic characters, written in alter- 
nating lines from right to left nnd 
left to right. The art exhibited in. 
these monuments is of a rude char- 
acter recalling 
the early 
art 
of 


Greece nnd Phoenicia. 
The inscrip- 


tions have never been 
deciphered. 


A striking statue represents a Hit- 
tite lion chase. It probably served 


! to decorate the entrance to a temple 


j or palace. 
The lion is chased from 


a chariot occupied by the charioteer 
and an archer. In front of the cha- 
riot nnd its spirited horse the lion 
IB attacked by two men who drive 
spears into its body. 


A cast in the collection is that of a 


mummy found at Luxor, Egypt. 
It 


is about five feet six inches in length. 
There are no hieroglyphics 
or In- 


scriptions on the 
mummy 
or the 


outer case. 
The face and head are 


covered with a mask of green ce- 
ment, the body delicately 
propor- 


tioned. On the chest are four small 
tablets about the 
size 
of playing 


cards, each having a figure of Osiris 
in a standing position. Two shield- 
bimpeil oruinuents lie 
across the 


breast nnd stomach. They bear fig- 
ures of a beetle, representatives of 


jewelry and groups of small fig 
kneeling. 
Along the legs is a 


of cemented linen containing flfjureit- 
nnd there is also a cemented/cover- 
ing for the feet. The EgfyptMiui con- 
ceived man as consisting off at leatt 
three parts—the body, the I soul and 
the Ka, the double or genius. The 
Xa was supposed to remain in ex- 
istence after death, and to be the rep- 
resentative of the human personal- 
ity. 
In order that the Ka might 


take possession of the body when it 
pleased, the body had to be preserved 
from decay. The preservation of the 
body was accordingly the chief end 
of every Egyptian who wished for 
everlasting life. 
To this end the 


Egyptians mummified their bodies, 
built indestriuctible tombs, inscribed 
the tombs and coffins with magical' 
formulae to repel the attacks of the 
demons, and placed statues, house- 
hold goods, food, statuettes of ser- 
vants, etc., that the tomb might re- 
semble as much, as possible the old 
home of the deceased. 
The process 


of mummifying the bodies by vari- 
ous methods of embalming was of 
high antiquity in Egypt, 
probably 


going back to the earliest dynasties; 
the oldest mummy which was found 
at Saqqaroh in 1881 and is now at 
the museum of Glzeh, dates 
from 


3200 B. C. Tills practice is said to 
have continued to 500 A D. The 
art reached the highest point 
at 


Thebes during the Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth dynasties, when spioea 
nnd aromatic substances were used, 
and the skin of tiie bodies so prepar- 
ed as to retain a slight color and A 
certain flexibility. 


In the fastnesses of lofty 
moun- 


tains, separated from civilization by 
rock-walled canyons, lives a trlbo of 
Indians who today worship the god 
of fii-e. The pristine ignorance and 
Jiabits of these isolated people make 
them seem like n remnant of some 
long forgotten race, and, perhaps, in 
them may bo discovered traces which 
will serve ns a connecting link to the 
once" powerful Aztecs. The Instincts 
which send these primitive Indians 
to kneel in adoration before their un- 
couth god 
of fire are practically 


identical with ' those characterizing 
the flame worshippers of the east. 


To an artistic temperament warmth 


nnd light mean life. Thus it is that 
Gorome, 
who 
possesses sybaritic 


tastes, experiences a shudder at the 
sight of co!d marble, and so paints 
his pictures nnd his statues in the 
glowing tints of living flesh. His 
god is the color embodied in the deity 
of the ancients. 


That feeling which holds a man 


epell-bound 
before the sight of a 


great conflagration is but a manifes- 
tation of the idolatrous Instincts in 
the breast of the savage, who wor- 
ships his god of fire in a hidden tern- 
pie. 


Until n few weeks ago no white 


man hnd penetrated to the great se- 
cret cave of these barbarians. 
The 


life of the tribe Is strikingly primi- 
tive in contrast to the splendor of the 
Montezumas; their homes are rude 
in comparison with the grandeur of 
the ancient castles of the Aztec cap- 
ital; their clothes, 
their weapon?, 


their habits are far more simple than 


those of a race which flourished and 
passed away centuries ago. 
Living 


as these Indians do, practically sur- 
rounded by Twentieth century civili- 
zation, their habits and religion sug- 
gest the barbarism found by Cortez i 
when he first unfurled the Spanish 
flag in Mexico. 


Through centuries of progress the 


Aztecs worshipped 
their fire god. 


Then came their fall, their gradual 
dispersion and in some cases total! 
extinction, so that the ancient relig- j 
ion was supposed to have prncticnliy' 
pnssed out of existence, until some 
one discovered that our neighbors— 
they might almost be called that—' 
still bow their heads reverently be- 
fore n wooden Idol and in a thousand 
ways court the favor of the god of! 
fire. 
! 


By n clever subterfuge Dr. Ales 


Hrdlicka, anthropologist,- associated 
with the New York Museum of Na- 
tural History, learned of the exact • 
location of the cave 
in which the! 


principal deity of the Huichol Indi- j 
ons is concealed, and also explored j 
its hidden recesses, thereby becom- 
ing probably the first white visitor 
to the god Ta-te-wa-i. 


The existence of the cave of the 


god of fire has not been unknown to 
Mexican explorers. A few years ago 
a man who was investigating that 
part of the country for the Museum 
of Natural History entered tho outer 
room of the temple, and even was 
able to have a diminutive god made j 
in exact imitation of the original. It 
seems that at stated intervals the; 
cavity in which the god rests is op- j 


ened for examination, and if the idol 
is found to be in a state of ruin or 
decay it is replaced by n new one. 
The explorer was fortunate in induc- 
ing the carver of the god to duplicate 
it in miniature, so in this way the 
outside world, interested in the re- 
ligious worship of the Huichols, wns 
given new facts and ideas concerning 
their gods. 


Afterwards, 
when Dr. Hrdlickn 


penetrated into the mountainous re- 
gions inhabited by the tribe, he, too, 
learned of tho existence of this par- 
ticular god of flre, but not until his 
last expedition, which was ended in 
December, was he able to gain access 
to the hidden temple. The Huichols, 
numbering about 4,000 today, nre, 
according to Dr. Hrdlickn, one of the 
most primitive tribes of Mexico. 
Though the conquest of the country 
by the Spanish is supposed to have 
occurred early in the Eighteenth cen- 
tury, the tribe seem not to have ad- 
vanced a single step on the road to 
civilization. 


"My object in visiting the country 


of the Huichols," said Dr. Hrdlicka, 
"was 
to 
secure 
measurements, 


weights, etc., for use in our anthrop- 
ological department. I was in Mex- 
ico this time for about four months, 
though 
this is my fifth exploring 


trip for the institution. 
To reach 


these Indians, who live in a wild and 
dangerous mountainous district in 
the northeastern part of the state of 
Jalisco, I went by rail to Zncatecas. 
From that point it was an eight days' 
Journey, almost due west. The flrst 
part was comparatively easy, for I 


traveled in the diligencia which runs 
between Zacatecas and the next post. 
After reaching there I had to secure 
several mules on which to carry my 
luggage and photographic apparatus, 
besides arranging for a guide and n 
muleteer. For five days we traversed 
together the dry 
beds filled with 


huge bowlders, scaled steep precipices 
and climbed high mountains. 


"Arriving at the 
homo 
of the 


Huichols, we found it as jealously 
guarded ns ever against the intru- 
sion of white men. It is probably 
on account of its inaccessibility that 
tho Indians chose this spot, for the 
spur of the magnificent Sierra Mad- 
res is separated from the rest o£ the 
country by ridges and canons, so 
that the inhabitants nre practically 
alone in tho world. 


"The Huichols live on ranches com- 


fortably located midway between the 
tropical valleys nnd the lofty, pine- 
clr.d peaks. Here they till the soil, 
build their rough stone houses, hunt, 
fish and perform 
their 
religious 


rites. 


"In appearance they are of me- 


dium height, their skin is n light 
reddish brown, and their 
straight 


black hair hangs straight and long. 
The women wear no blouses, but 
skirts coming between the knee and 
ankle. The men rlress in conrse cot- 
ton or woolen tunics, which are tied 
about the waist with several sashes. 
Sometimes they wear as many as 
three thick woolen ones, which, when 
wound one on top of the other, ap- 
pear both clumsy and warm. 
A 


machete is usually thrust in the belt 
at tho side. 
! 


WOMEN EMBROIDER FOB MEN. ' 


"Huichols are extremely fond of 


bright embroidery and tho women 
spend a great deal of their time fash- 
ioning 1'ancy square pouches, which 
the men wear suspended 
at their 


sides, some gay youths having: ns 
ninny ns twelve different kinds, cnch 
one holding a separate article, dang- 
ling from their belts. 


"If tho women nnd children nre 


alone when n stvnngcr appears they 
immediately flee to the woods, nnd 
no matter how long the intruder may 
stay, whether it is an hour, two 
hours, several hours ov even n whole 
day, the women and children refuse 
to return to their homes until one 
of their men approaches. 
At first 


these people are distant in their man- 
ner, but when they become acquaint- 
ed with you nnd realize that you are 
not going to harm them in nny wny 
they grow extremely friendly nnd 
hospitable. 


"Sometimes I encountered 
diffi- 


culty in getting them to let me take 
their measurements 
for 
scientific 


purposes, but the jingle of the money 
usually won them over. 


"During my travels in the Huichol 


region I wns constantly hearing of 
an American woman who four years 
ngo, probably before a white m.an 
had penetrated 
some parts of the 


country, had gone through there on 
a sketching tour. Though her name 
was unknown to me nt the time, I 
afterward 
learned that she is a 


woman of independent means living 


near New York and that she travels 
about this section of Mexico 
for 


pleasure nnd discovery. It seemed 
almost incredible to me that a woman 
could reach the land of the Huichols, 
it is so inaccess'VJe. 


"In a previous expedition I had 


learned of tho actual existence of this 
cave which held the god of flre, but 
thi» eyes ot white men were not per- 
mitted to see it and 
the 
Indians 


thcinsslvfcs refused to spenk of the 
spot. As they seemed to hold it so 
sacred I did not. persist in nn nttempt 
to discover it, for I felt they would 
resent, further scientific research. 


"How did I finally succeed in gnin- 


ing access to the temple of the godP 
One of the Huicbols guided me to it 
himself. 
It happened that among 


the innny Indians I had examined 
there wns one whom I had been able 
to cure of a slight ailment. He was 
exceedingly grateful to me for what 
I hnd done, and one day he told mo 
of the spring of blessed water in a 
certain cave. He snid that any ill- 
ness could be cured by bathing in 
this spring. It occurred to me that, 
ns he would very likely visit the 
spring, it might be a good idea for 
me to feign sickness and in this way 
persuade him to conduct mo to the 
spring. 


"I knew that in the cave adjoin- 


ing this spring was hidden the secret 
god of flre, and I was anxious to 
have a look at it. Finally the In- 
dian agreed to lend nie to the spot. 
It was near the pueblo of Santa Cata- 
lina, and the road led through 
a 


deep bnrancns that looked as though. 
its perpendicular rocky 
sides had 


been formed by some volcanic fores 
which cleft the mountain. We cau- 
tiously picked our way over the huge 
rocks which filled the canon, reach- 
ing at last a point far in, nbov« 
which, ray guide snid, lived the god. 


"We made a perilous climb up the 


steep Jagged sides of the mountain, 
arriving at a small opening which, 
would surely have escaped the eyo 
of the traveler. I entered the sacred 
door of the Huichols' principal tem- 
ple. 
When my eyes grew nccus- 


tomed to the light I looked about for 
my guide. 
He hnd nppnrently 


scooped up a handful of the blessed 
spring water, tossed it over him, and 
fled. I never saw him again. So, 
alone I stood in the 
cave of tho 


spring, 
beyond which I knew X 


should 
find the great god of the 


Huichols. 


"When I came into the presence of 


the god I saw thrust in the ground 
about it curious arrows, known aa 
ceremonial arrows, while objects of 
various colors, carved stones and dec- 
orated wooden animals, lay on th» 
floor. The idol itself was a grotes- 
que figure representing the Indians' 
idea of the human form. 
It 
was 


made of wood, discolored with age, 
marred nnd disfigured with ridges. 
It was much too heavy for a man to 
carry away, and even if I had been 
bold enough to attempt such a thing 
I might have had great difflcuty la

Evangelist Points to Christ 


as He!pmeet-The Ser- 


vices Sunday, 


As the Whnrton meetings draw to- 


ward the close, still greater interest 
is being manifested, and people aro 
turning out to the meetings in great- 
er numbers every evening. 
Last 


night the First Presbyterian church 
was packed and it was necessary to 
carry several hundred chairs into 
the aisles in order to accommodate 
the audience. 


The song service was fine, the peo- 


ple entering into the music with a 
vim and zest which caviled it along 
and made one fe«l that it came from 
the heart.

Dr. Wharton then proceeded with 


the sermon, speaking in part as fol- 
lows: 


"My text this evening is taken 


from the twelfth 
chapter of Jere- 


miah, fifth verse. It reads: 'If thou 
hast run with the footmen and have 
failed then, how canst thou run with 
the horsesf" 


A QUESTION FOB, ALL. 


"If the things of time arc too much 


for you, what shall you do with the 
realities of eternity? That is a ques- 
tion for us all to ponder over. 
We 


all have our footmen to run with 
azd tlicy d~t •nii'L as every day. Thc-y 
come in various shapes and besot us 
in different ways. They are what we 
am to watch out for, and if we can't 
conquer them, how are we to over- 
come the greater trials which come to 
us nil? 


"I think the first of the footmen 


for us to consider is that of daily 
care, a thing which comes to us all. 
Stand on the street in the morninij 
and watch the business men as they 
come from their homes and are going 
down to begin the day's labor. The;r 
faces are joyful and bright, 
their 


step brisk and their carriage erect. 
Stand again, if you will, in the even- 
ing and watch these same men come 
home. Their faces are seamed w:th 
wrinkles brought on by their daily 
care and they wend their way home- 
ward with this great weight drag- 
ging them down until they can get 
no rest. 
They have been running 


with the footmen and have found 
the race a hard one. If it ever be- 
comes my duty to write an epitaph 
for a business man who has died in 
the midst of his busy career, I be- 
lieve the words which I would put oc 
his stone would be 'He was wearied; 
let his rest.' 
Very few of us can 


understand the desperate rush a.nd 
energy of the 
American 
business 


man, 
but we all know that it has 


mad« him the greatest, of any nation 
on the face of the earth. 


•'The business men alone, however, 


are not the only ones to suffer fr,om 


llttl* footnw of <Ullr 


Th« mother at hom« with •*. 
family to protect and care for also 
run* with the footmen. Day by day 
we see new grey hairs added to bur 
once rich brown h»ir, nnd week after 
week we observe with anxious eyes 
that the lines in her face are grow- 
ing deeper. 
Then is when we know 


that she is running with the great 
footmen of daily care. 


AFFLICTION ANOTHER. 


"Affliction is another great foot- 


man with which we have to deal. He 
enters every home regardless of style 
or riches, and helps 
along in the 


great race with the footmen. I re- 
member well one night in my old 
home. 
We were all sitting around 


the big fire place in which several 
large logs crackled merrily and kept 
the house warm, despite the cold. I 
was but a boy at the time, but I re- 
member distinctly my mother pull- 
ing my face up close 
to hers and 


whispering in my ear that she want- 
ed her boy to go to heaven. I shock- 
ed and surprised the whole family by 
telling them that I didn't want to go 
to any such place. I wanted to stay 
just where I was. 
Thus it is. To 


my childish mind there was no place 
lik« home, with 
my 
parents and 


brothers and sisters around me. But 
now it has all changed. Mother was 
the first to go; the first footman in 
my life. 
Both of them are waiting 


up there now for me and I pray God 
that I may some day find them. 


"At the request of a young lady I 


went with her to one of her friends. 
We were received with the greatest 
of courtesy and as I started to leave 
the young lady asked if I wouldn't 
lead in prayer. I did and when I 
finished she explained that she had 
asked me simply out of respect to my 
calling.

Bo trusted was he by these people 
that poor widows and hard worlf Jg 
men brought him their little savings 
so that h« might keep the money for 
them. 
Before long his mismanage- 


ment lost a great deal of money for 
the people. He never recovered from 
the shock and died a short time after 
wards. 
His race with the footmen 


nod been a hard one. 
WORN OUT BY THE RUNNING. 


"And thus it is. 
Tho things of 


tlrno are wflnrlnj- 
ont. 
W» onn't 


stand to race with the footmen and 
every day we see men dropping by 
the wayside, worn out by the run- 
ning. 


"John had a dream and in it he saw 


four horses. 
These animals have no 


especial significance, but are simply 
used as symbols. The first one he 
saw was a white horse, coming with 
nil the trappings 
of a conqueror. 


It signified that Jesus would return 
to earth again, but would come like 
a king when he did come. So many 
great things have happened within 
the last few years that I wouldn't 
be surprised if before I die I would 
see the second coming of the Lord. 
But wnen the Lord comes, how arc 
you going to greet hlmP Will you 
be his friend or enemy? I tell you 
that unless you meet Jesus in this 
world as your friend you will have 
to meet him in eternity as your con- 
queror. There is no getting around 
it. You will have to be on one side 
or the other. Now, for whom will 
you stand? Better come over to the 
Lord's side tonight and enroll your 
name with the great concourse who 
are inarching triumphantly on Zion.

McMahon learned that L. A. Sailor, 
of Fine Village, Warren county, had 
prepared such a bill, which is to be 
offered to the legislature. 
TO PROMOTE FARM INTERESTS. 


It provides that the trustees and 


faculty of Purdue university 
shall 


direct the reading courses and pub- 
lish pamphlets which may promote 
farm Interests of the state. The bill 
asks that the sum of $1,000 a year 
be turned over by the state to the 
Purdue treasury and reports of the 
expenditures are to be made to the 
governor.

farmer, to take his wife to a circus 
last spring, led to a personal en 
counter between the two. The en 
counter led to his arrest for assault 
and battery and finally led to his 
wife suing for divorce, which she ob- 
tained, together with 
$8,466 
all 


mony. 


In addition to this, the fines ana 


costs imposed on the farmer amount 
to f 1,000. The court has also allow 
ed Mrs. Wolverton's attorney a fee 
of $500, which Wolverton will have 
to pay, and the 
court has yet to 


make an order against him for the 
maintenance of his children. 


It is estimated that Wolverton's 


refusal to take his wife to the cir- 
cus and spend 50 cents for her ticket 
has cost him $ 15,000. 


THE DAY THE CIRCUS CAME. 
The whole trouble dates baok to 


the day the circus came 
to town 


Wolverton wanted his wife to stay 
at home with his old mother, while 
he took the children, to the circus 
When he hitched up his horse, Mr3 
Wolverton refused to stay 
behind 


and got in the buggy. 
H« forced 


her out and she climbed back sev- 
eral times. It came out in the tria 
which followed 
that 
Wolverton 


finally pushed her out of the buggy 
threw her down and tied her hands 
with his handkerchief 
and 
drove 


away to sea the sh.o-sr. 


The trouble broke out anew next 


day. 
Mrs. Wolvertoa's father caused 


her husband's arrest on the charge o 
assault and battery. While the tria 
was in progress before a Justice of 
the peace, the Wolverton 
children 


were taken from home to the home 
of Mrs. Wolverton's parents. 


FLED WITH HIS CHILDREN. 
When Wolverton reached his house 


he was enraged over the removal of 
his children and went to the home 
of his father-in-law, and, it is said, 
fired a revolver into the front door, 
and, by threats, secured possession oi 
the children. He placed them in a 
closed carriage and fled. He did nol 
stop his flight until 
he 
reached 


Windsor, Canada, where he 
placed 


the children in an orphans' home. 


He was then prevailed upon to re- 


turn and defend his wife's suit for 
divorce and $20,000 alimony. 
After 


Wolverton came back to this coun- 
try, Mrs. Wolverton's lawyer went to 
Canada and secured 
the 
children, 


which hi broufrht to the mother. 


MOTHER DIED OF GRIEF. 


A few weeks after the trouble be- 


tween 
husband and 
wife 
began, 


Wolverton's mother died from grief 
over their difficulties. 


Wolverton is one of the wealthiest 


farmers in Blackford county, and is 
said to be worth $50,000. 
His at- 


torney offered insanity as his 
de- 


fense. 
One of the expert witnesses 


was Dr. Fletcher, of 
Indianapolis, 


from whom Wolverton 
took treat- 


ment in that city last spring.

getting it out of the'cave and down 
to the bed of the canyon." 


A former explorer among Mexican 


Indian tribes, who obtained the min- 
iature carving representing the prin- 
cipal fire god of these Indians, de- 
scribes it as being a rudely carved 
figure standing on a pedestal like a 
thick wooden disk. The lega of the 
god, according to him, stand a little 
apart, and the arms hang at the 
sides. The toes and fingers are indi- 
cated by nicks. 
The head appears 


slightly flattened on top, and the 
eyes, nose and 
ears, cut into the 


wood, are neither artistic nor accu- 
rately placed. The upper side of the 
pedestal is decorated with an eagle 
showing its wings and tail spread,! 
while the under side pictures the rays 
of the sun. 
' 


"Among 
the many interesting 


prayer objects scattered about 
the 


cave," continued Dr. Hrdlicka, "were 
short, pointed, feather tipped sticks, 
like arrows, displaying various num- 
bers of hawk 
or macao 
feathers 


bound at the top, and occasionally 
there was to be seen such an arrow 
with a single long feather fastened 
at the winged part and left hanging 
loose. 
Each feather and arrange- 


ment of feathers has some special 
significance. 
One Indian had thrust 


his ceremonial arrow in the ground 
at the feet of tho god while uttering 
a prayer for his family.

"On 
MOM of th« arrow* and ob- 


jects were noticed bit* of cloth, tm- 
broidered with the .figure or sign of 
tb.e person asking , favor from the 
god. Circular stones or bit* of rock 
•bowed carvings of deer and animals, 
and I took these to mean that they 
were the prayer objects of hunters. 


"The Hulchols are, I trust, ignor- 


ant of my visit to their secret tem- 
ple. 
If they 
did hear of it they 


might treat me unkindly on my next 
expedition, though I carried nothing 
away from the spot. As soon as I 
returned to civilization I at once 
sought the secretary of the Mexican 
bureau of education, who had no 
complaints to make against me. In 
all my travels through that part of 
the world I have never encountered 
the slightest difficulty with the gov- 
ernment. 


"I hope soon again to visit my 


friends, the Haichols, though, much 
as I like them, they appeal to me far 
less than do their northern neigh- 
bors, the Yaquis, who inhabit the 
state of Sonora. These Indians are 
more civilized 
than 
the ordinary 


type, but not on this account do I 
find myself interested in them and 
their welfare. It is their splendid 
strength, their fierceness and warlike 
spirit, combined with perfect fair- 
ness, that appeal to me. I have spent 
considerable time among the TTaquis, 
and I must acknowledge that of all 
the tribes of red men the Yaquis are 
the bravest and the most to be ad- 
mired."

eel*-pres«rvation, merely, but of avoid- 
ing what is dangerous to others), what 
right have I to sustain those foun- 
tain-head* of death from which the 
drink poison is sold?

In 1870 the inland- 
ers drank 5,644 gallons of brandy, 
4,200 of whisky, 110,000 of rum, !«.-

1900 brandy had dropped to 3,800, rum 
to- 41,453, gi» to 2,100 and wine* to 
0,500. Whisky alone showed an in- 
crease; It quadrupled, or ran up to 
10,000 gallon*. This increase is, how- 
ever, not altogether real. The fish- 
ermen who drank rum hare reduced 
their tipple very largely. Gin was 
mostly brought 
from 
St. Pierre- 


Miquelon and used on the south coast, 
but our anti-bait law* have stopped 
its ' consumption. 
Brandy is em- 


ployed very largely for medicinal pur- 
posei and the wines and champagnes 
find tfcoir chief market* in St. .Tohrcs. 
It is the sam« way with th« whisky. 
Tha hulk of the inoreat* is represent- 
ed by our growing tourist and hunt- 
ing traffic. The nnmben of visitors 
who come here every season by rail, 
mailboat and yacht to enjoy them- 
selves cruising along our coast or 
tramping the interior 
consume a 


goodly share of whisky, which, as the 
fashionable drink to*dayr they would 
be most given to. The inhabitants 
of the island are themselves so ab- 
stemious that » very moderate sup- 
ply of whisky would satisfy them.— 
Chicago Daily News.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


An Idolatrous City.—Athens was an 


intellectual city, priding itself upon it* 
culture and refinement. 
Her* So- 


crates, and after him his pupils, Plato 
and Aristotle, held their illustrious 
schools. It wa* the home of art. In 
its sculptures and paintings it stood 
unrivaled. Especially it far surpassed 
all other citirt in it* devotion to the 
gods. Paul wns now to ascertain what 
reception the city would give to the 
true and only God. 


Though Paul bud not meant to begin 


missionary work in Athene, the uni- 
versity city of the ancient world, he 
could not keep still, and preached in 
the synagogue on tie Jewish Sabbath 
and 
discoursed in tie market place 


every day. 


This went on for some day*or weeks, 


—we do not know how long—till it was 
decided to have Paul before tie Are- 
opagus court, and see what that body 
thought of his teaching, and whether 
it was advisable to authorize him to 
continue as one of the recognized lec- 
turers. Paul was not on trial before 
the Areopagus, but only bis teaching. 
For the consideration of such cases as 
this, the court did not meet at that 
solemn and awful spot at the top of the 
H111 of Mars (Areopag-iiR). but in the 
market place, the center 
of educa- 


tional Athens. 


Thus called upon by the learned 


court, and surrounded by a great crowd 
of the students nnd others who fre- 
quented th* market plac*—curious, 
unsympathetic nost of them, and ex- 
pecting from the stranger little but 
an hour's diversion-, and perhaps a bit 
of fun—Paul seized the opportunity 
to preach the Gospel of Jesus with con- 
summate skill and power. "Very Re- 
ligious": Paul was too much of a 
gentleman to begin before that body 
of learned men by saying, "You are too 
superstitious." "Objects of your wor- 
ship": Notice that there are- two ele- 
ments in the audience—the scholars, 
and the crowd of common people who 
had g-a.ti.cred around them ic. tha 
market place. The statues and altars 
were not objects of worship to the 
scholars, one of whose prominent 
teachings wac that belief in the old 
gods was pure superstition a.nd only 
for .the ignorant. "To nn Unknown. 
God": This altar was set up to make 
sure that no god was omitted. 


The Stoics were pantheist* and did 


not believe that there were any per- 
sonal gods. The Epicureans held that 
there were, but that they) had nothing 
to do with the world. As you read 
the speech, think how each sentence 
would strike (1) a Stoic, (2) an Epicur- 
ean, (S) one of the 
superstitions 


crowd. 


Paul's philosophy, unlike that of the 


Athenians, ended in duty. He preached 
repentance and judgment. That ex- 
hortation was not welcome but when 
he brought forward as proof that he 
was right the fact that the Chosen of 
God was a certain man who had died 
and come to life again, the crowd 
broke up with jeers and groans of de- 
rision. The learned Athenians thought 
that a man ivho would teach such fairy 
stories of which the Greek mythology 
was full, but which they had outgrown 
long ago, need not be taken seriously. 
The speech, and with it Paul's public 
work in Athens, was over, but not until 
some had believed, one of them a mem- 
ber of the hiph court itself.
